A Few Thoughts From 
The Sermon Deliver- 
ed At the Assembly 
by F. J. Lee. 


There was ro speaker placed 
for this subject, but some of 
the brethren have suggested 
that I take it up, so I have con- 
sented to talk for a few minutes, 
taking for a text 2. Timothy 
4:5, which is as follows, “But 
watch thou in all things, endure 
afflictions, do the work of an 
evangelist, make full proof of 
thy ministry.” 

This was spoken to Timothy 
@ young minister and of course 
the same admonition applies to 
the ministry of today. Truly 
the call to the ministry is the 
greatest call that could come 
to the children of men. It is 
true there are other callings 
such as to the throne, to the 
presideney, etc. No one could 
doubt that God laid His hand 
on George Washington, Abra- 
ham Lincoln and many others 
‘we could. mention. - Washing- 
ton was known to have been a 
praying man, also was Lincoln. 
Many times in serious difficul- 
‘ties they would lean heavily 
upon the Lord. While their 
calling was great I do not con- 
sider it so great as the call to 


preach the everlasting gospel. 


God’s ministers are called, 
“Ministers of the gospel,” be- 
cause they have a message of 
good news to tell to the dying 
world. They are also called, 
“Ministers of righteousness,” 
because they are to be an ex- 
ample of right living. They are 
called, “Teachers,” because God 
Himself has set teachers in the 
church for the express purpose 
of teaching His Word. They 
are called, “Watchmen,” be- 
cause they watch for your 
souls. They are called, “Shep- 
herds,” because as a shepherd 
tenderly looks after his sheep, 
so-does the minister in a pas- 
toral way look after his flock. 
They are called “Stewards,” be- 
cause as a steward looks after 


_ the money, treasury and many 


other things so is the minister 
to look after many things in the 
house-hold of God, as Peter 
says, stewards of the manifold 
grace of God. They are refer- 
red to as “Soldiers,” as a sol- 
dier is not to entangle himself 
‘with the affairs of this life, so 
also is the minister to not en- 
tangle himself so that he may 
do more efficient service in the. 
gospel work. He is referred to 


’ as an “Ambassador,” as an am- 


bassador is sent to other coun- 
tries to reconcile belligerents, 
so also the minister is sent as 


an ambassador to reconcile men 


unto God: The ministers are 
sometimes referred to as 
“Stars.”’

As the stars 
help to dispel the darkness, so 
are ministers to shine within 
this benighted world, they are 
to declare the glory of God.
